New Deal Rushes Into Wage-Hour 


Experiment With Little Research 


On Legal and Economic Sides 
^

\VWASHINGTON. May l l —Although th*5 principle 
' ’ 
of a minimum wag. law has long been a d v o c a t ­ 
ed, experience with state legislation has been limited 
due to the fact that state regulation has usually ex­ 
tended to a few occupations in which women work­ 
ers alone have been affected 
To put into effect now a federal law governing 
men and women workers is not only a marked de­ 
parture from anything which has hitherto been 
regarded as constitutional, but it involves economic 
effects of far-reaching consequences 
President Roosevelt has said that suite minimum 
wage Jaws were not enough and that it was unfair 
to allow one state to attract factories and plants 
from other states which imposed minimum wage 
laws and that there* was no other way to prevent 
this except by a federal law. 
Mr. Roosevelt's purpose, namely to achieve uni­ 
formity. is correct from the angle of stopping dis­ 
crimination as between states, hut uniformity from 
an economic standpoint is something else again. 
Thus, living costs in one region differ from those in 
another region. Also the tvpe of work done by color­ 
ed labor in th© south differs from th© type done bv 
whit© workers in other sections of the country, and 
living standards differ. 
Yet a federal law would have to be applied uni­ 
formly. and even though there is talk of a differ­ 
ential in the law granting one section of the country 
lower rates than another, it is difficult to se© how 
this would be upheld iii the federal courts. Certainly. 
northern manufacturers would carry to th© Supreme 
Court the contention that the Constitution of the 
I nited States does not permit discrimination in 
favor of any on© section as against another and 
that all citizens are entitled to the equal protection 
of the law. 


One of the fundamental 
considerations 
which 
prompted the original adherence to t h e union of the 
13 colonies was that there would he no tariffs as 
between the states. The imposition of minimum wage 
laws upon the south is virtually th© Increasing of its 
tost of production, and this constitutes a protective 
tariff for northern industries as surely a s if t h e y 
were given a tariff benefit as against external com­ 
merce. 


'T H IS, indeed, accounts for the fact that many Re. 
* 
publican members of congress who have been 
anti-new deal on most everything else. particularly 
some New England Republicans, are behind the pro­ 
posed minimum wage and hour bill of the administra­ 
tion. 


The fate of th© proposed measure lies in the hand? 
of the senate where a filibuster bv southern senator* 
can block passage. What will develop in the next 
few days as to this opposition is hard to s a y . because 
the southerners have not yet developed their st rat* 
egy. 


I nfortunately. th© proposed legislation is attract­ 
ing nationwide attention only on the minimum wage 
feat me, when, as a matter of fact, the most impor­ 
tant step to be taken Is that which relates to maxi­ 
mum hours. 


Many manufacturers are indifferent to the propo*. 
©d hill because they are paying the requisite mini- 
mum wage or else they ar© operating on a schedule 
of hours close to the one about to be written into 
law. What they overlook Is that. if either the hon-*© 
or senate bill passes, th© federal government will 
determine the rate of pay for overtime through'uit 
the United States. Heretofore, this has been r mai­ 
ler of negotiations with unions, or it has not h** n 
covered at all. being left to the individual.' im,non A 
as it arose. 
A 


When the congress begins however, to Cl<e juris, 
diction of overtime pay. political pressure from 
various groups can arise in the future to increase 
the rate for overtime pay or to shorten the work 
week. which, in most instances, is but anothc* way 
to increase labor expense. 
In an industry, for example, where it is proposed 
that there shall he a 44-hour week. and where 4® 
hours of work has been th© rule, th*3 employer will 
I have to pay overtime at the rate of time and a half 
for the extra four hours or hire a new shirt at regu­ 
lar rates of pay. In the first instance, his expense 
goes tip by 150 percent for the extra four hours of 
work, or else it goes up JOO percent in the second 
instance if he ran get workers for a short shift. But 
in both cases his employes do four hours less work 
and get the same pay. which is just another way of 
increasing wages without increasing production 


’AGE increases in the form of overtime pa) or 
any other method, are desirable as a means of 
increasing purchasing power, hut. unless some way is 
found to increase production at the sam© time. th© 
result is a price for goods which is too high for the 
other elements in our population to pay in exchange 
namely the agricultural and white collar workers 
and thos© employes in business whose incomes are 
more or less static or are moved up slowly if at all. 
The blow will fall hardest on the so-called margin­ 
al producers—the small business men—and will tall 
easiest on big business, which knows that ita ample 
reserves eau se© it through the present depression. 
What will the small businessman do? He will comply 
with the minimum wage and maximum hour regula­ 
tion, of course, but his increased expenses will cither 
put him deeper In the red and ultimately force him 
out. in which case big business will gobble up his 
trad** or else he will make other economies, loch as 
through labor saving devices, or else he will with- 
hold for a long time to come any increases in pax 
for the group which is above the minimum required 
by law. Thus will labor troubles be increased and 
lots of marginal producers injured. 
But the administration feels, just as it did with 
respect to the undistributed surplus tax. that the 
country will digest the legislation over a period of 
time, and that reforms have to b© Jammed through 
whether or not there’s a recession in business actual­ 
ly going on. 
Who is right? Maybe the 12,000.000 out or work 
now and the many millions of persons who are not 
getting even half of the proposed 40 or 4 4 hours a 
week of work will b© able to answer. Some of them 
will get Jobs bv reason of the n* w plan. but others 
will lose jobs. The unemployed will have to express 
themselves adversely at the polls next autumn or in 
subsequent elections before th*3 administration will 
agree that it has mad*' a mistake *n rushing into a 
policy which has had very little research od the 
economic side.

R. ED W ARD KASN ER, professor of mathematics 
at Columbia university, likes to go walking. 
That is how he discovered the googol. A googol is 
a number—one followed bv /me hundred zeros. 
He was walking wrh his nephew, talking about 
names for mathematical symbols. Dr. Kasncr is 
famous for inventing n**v names in mathematics. 
He asked the boy to suggest an amusing nam* 
"Googol," said the nephew. 
Dr. Kasner thereupon invented a place in math­ 
ematics for this queer name The on© followed bv 
IOO zeros is the number just larger than anything 
used by astronomers or physicists. That is. it s big­ 
ger than anything conceived in a practical way by 
man. 
The biggest practical number has been the count 
of th© particles forming the universe. Assuming thai 
each is as small as an invisible electron, that num­ 
ber is one followed by 79 zeros. 
This limit of matter is set by Einstein’s discover­ 
ies in relativity, if mathematicians discover there 
can be more matter than this, they can write it 
quickly as a googol.
